Beverage Tax Gains 
18 Pct. During Year 


SACRAMENTO—Popularity of béer 
and wine continued to increase in 
1936, particularly the products of Cali- 
fornia’s own breweries and vineyards. 

Richard E. Collins, chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization, an- 
nounced that collections from the tax 
on beer and wine amount to $2,018,-
